Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant's representative presented a proposed amendment to the pending claims including the presentation of new 
claims 13 and 14. Applicant's representative presented arguments that the prior art of record does not suggest the 
claimed material and moisture penmeability rates and requested factual basis for the assertion that the claimed 
invention could be attained through routine optimization. The examiner maintained that inasmuch as no product is 
positively claimed, the disclosure of Yuichi suggests modification of material and thickness to vary penneability rates 
and the specific rates and materials claimed could be attained through routine optimization dependent upon the 
intended use. Agreement was not reached. 

The examiner noted that the positive recitation of the article places a greater criticality on the specific materials and 
permeabilitites. The positive recitation of the article would appear to enable favorable consideration of the claims over 
the prior art of record, subject to further search and/or consideration and the pending full translation of Tsukahara. 
Agreement was reached on this issue. 
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
